But you 
are then prepared to begin to gather 
some meaus around you. o not 
wait until you have about ten thou- 
sand dollars and have fine horses and 
carriages. You will get them just 
quickly after you are married, au 
possibly quicker, than you will before, 
It is our duty to get married at the 
— time. It is the law of God. 
herefore I would like to see you 
young men take these daughters of 
Zion to wife. Look at the posterity 
of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, and see 
how they spread throughout the whole 
world. The tribe of Judah has re- 
mained until this day; and had they 
not been of the seed of Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob, and had they not 
been blessed by father Jacob, th 
would doubtless have been destroy 
long before this. The Jews put to 
death the Savior and His apostles, and 
had they not been of the chosen seed 
they would never have been allowed 
to remain on the earth; but they have 
remained almost undiminished, in the 
midst of all the persecution and tribu- 
lation which they have had to suffer. 
These are some of my feelings, 
brethren and sisters, with regard to 
our young men and maidens, They 
occupy a position, as I have often 
said, that no previous generation ever 
occupied.

Liberty, what crimes are com- 
mitted in thy name!” were the last 
despairing words addressed just be- 
fore her execution by poor Madame 
Roland to the statue of Liberty in 
front of the scaffold on which eo many 
innocent lives were sacrificed during 
the French Revolution. Change 
“Liberty” to “Fashion,” and a saying 
of the same kind might, we fear, form 
part of the proverbial philosophy of 
every civilized nation at the present 
moment. It is reported by our Paris 
correspondent that a slaughter of 
swallows on a large.scale has been or- 
ganized along the southern seaboard 
of France, in the interests of fashion, 
which decrees that the hapless birds 
shall.

civilization. The poor little victims 
are attracted by wires stretched along 
the Mediterranean coast, upon which 
they alight after their long and weary 
flight southward from their summer 
quarters, and are killed in hundreds 
by meaus of electric currents shot 
along the metal conductors. They 
ure similarly massacred as they fly 
northward in the spring from the 
south and east. We had hoped that 
the vigorous protest made by the 
humane and thoughtful in every land 
against the employment of feathers 
for the pur of female vanity hid 
made it “ furm”—which is the 
worst of all social crimes—for ladies 
to wear the plumage of birds on their 
heads or in the adornment of their 
persons. Two or three years since a 
thrill of horror ran through society in 


consequence of the published letter 
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of a lady who piteously complained 
that she had berself seen from three 
to four hundred kittiwakes and gulls 
killed at Flamborough Head, in York- 
shire, in a single day, and consigned 
to London “dealers in feathers.” The 
fair correspondent in question indig- 
nently asked whether it was possible 
for any woman “with a woman’s 
heart” to gaze with approbation at 
her own charms displuyed in the 
looking-glass, “if the bonnet or hat 
fixed upon her thoughtless head de- 
rived its attractions from the pluma 
of some unfoftunate bird wantonly 
slain to minister to the wretched 
cravings of vanity.” We had fain be 
lieved that the wings of jays, ring- 
doves, and gu!ls had given way to the 
ukases of the mysterious Goddess of 
Fashion, which enjoined that ribbor. 
or imitations of fruit, flowers, an 
cereals, should be the mode among 
the best milliners of Paris, whose ex- 
— 75 gives the law to their sisters 
and congeners all over the world. Yet 
in the Paris letter of a weekly con- 
tempory we read that ladies’ hats 
were never more in fashion than at 
present, and that it is customary for 
young girls at the seaside to wear a 
wide-brimmed chapeau of cream tulle, 
lightly veiled by a film of black tulle, 
and garlanded with green grapes, into 
which a swallow of almost black 
plumage has just flown.”

Athens, Sept. 12.—Intelligence from Constantinople reports that some cases of cholera 
have occurred in that city. ,

New York, Sept. 13.—An explosion has occurred in the Jellico Coal Mines, Tennessee, 
by which eighteen persons were killed. 

Serious disturbances, which are attributed to Bulgarian manifestations in favor of 
Russia on the Czar’s fete day, have taken place in Sofia Many arrests have been made. 


Terrible forest fires, following upon drought, are raging in the outlying parts of Cali- 
fornia, The damage done to property is already very great, and the fires are still burning 
over a wide area. 

A New York telegram of the 11th inst. states that seven negroes have been lynched in 
Mississippi during the previous forty-eight hours, on account of the supposed intention 
of the black population to attack the whites. 

A Bombay telegram of the 13th inst. says that serious riots between Mussulmans and 
Hindoos have occurred at Bhotan during the Mahommedan festival of Mohurrum. The 
police were compelled to fire on the mob, many of whom were killed and wounded. 

Teheren, Sept. 17.—The Shah has postponed for six weeks his return to the capital 
after his European tour. Cholera has made its appearance in the neighborhood of 
Kerind, near the western frontier, having been imported from Bagdad.

MOBBING MORMON MISSIONARIES. 

A party of Mormon missionaries met with a warm reception in the East- 
end of London on Sunday evening. They have for a week or two past been 
conducting a proselytising manpage in various parts of the metropolis, and 
on this occasion they essayed to hold a meeting on Mile End Waste. The 
somewhat curious dress of the Latter-day Saints and the novelty of the pro- 
ceedings attracted a considerable crowd, and for a time the apostles of Mor- 
monism were listened to with attention. Presently, however, murmurs arose 
in the crowd, and expressions of dissent, in by no means choice ge 
were freely given utterance to, while several members of the crowd manifest 
a desire to know how many wives the elders possessed. These interruptions 
culminated in an attack on the missionaries at the instigation of a woman, 
who excitedly exclaimed that two years the Mormons decoyed her only 
daughter to Salt Lake City, and that only a few months ago she returned 
home shoeless and destitute, with two little children, having tramped all the 
way from Liverpool. Offensive missiles were hurled at the Mormons, and 
they were hustled and pusbed about. Finally the Latter-day Saints started 
off at a run, pursued through several streets by the mob. Eventually the 
elders, hatless and with their clothing torn, and their faces smothered in dirt, 
got into a four-wheel cab. An unsuccessful attempt was made to overturn 
the vehicle, but the driver whipped up his horse, and drove rapidly aw 
amid howls of derision from the mob. It is expected that the Mormons w 
give the neighborhood of Mile End a wide berth for the future. 


The transparent character of the foregoing falsehoods, and the failure of this 
Office to get any news of the alleged mobocracy from the Elders in London, con- 
vinced us of the true character of the fabrication. The President of the London 


Conference was requested to investigate the matter, and to advise us according 
to the facts. He has done so, and says: 


The report is false from beginnirg to end. In the first place, no meeting 
was held by Mormon” Elders last Sunday at the place mentioned, and to 
my certain knowledge the Elders have not beld a meeting there for overa 

ear. They did hold a meeting last Sunday evening at the junction of Union 
treet and Commercial Road, and had a quiet and orderly meeting, and were 
listened to with much ar peg a goodly number of people. No ot her 
open-air meeting was held by “ dere on the night im questionin 
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wy oer part of Londen The article in the Post is made out of whole 
not a solitary statement in it thatistrue It is simply anti- 
clap-trap. 


The letter contaiging this complete and emphatic denial is dated Septem- 
ber 12, 1889. 

In the article which we have just copied from the Post, we observe that 
even those matters which would not materially injure us by their misrepre- 
sentation, nor benefit our enemies by their distortion, are not stated without 
misleading insinuations. Thus for instance the reporter represents the Mor- 
mon” “ proselytising campaign” in London as something of recent develop- 
ment. The facts are that the beginning of the “ campaign” there dates from 
the year 1840, and we are not aware that that field has ever been abandoned 
since the voice of the Elders was firat heard in it. Again, there is no founda- 
tion for the assertion that the dress of the Saints is somewhat “ curious.” 
There is nothing in their apparel which distinguishes them from the gene- 
rality of English or American people. 

Passing with this brief notice these matters which are unimportant, except 
as they serve to show how unreliable the anti-“ Mormon” press is when it 
attempts to treat upon any questions which affect the Saints, we take up for 
a more extensive consideration what is stated respecting another aspect of 
the case. The Post says: “These interruptions culminated in an attack on 
the missionaries at the instigation of a woman, who excitedly exclaimed that 
two years ago the Mormons decoyed her only daughter to Salt Lake City, and 
that only 4 few months ago she returned home shoeless and destitute, with 
two little children, having tramped all the way from Liverpool.” 

This story could have been originated, and can be believed by those only 
who make and love a lie.” There is not a single feature about it that bears 
the impress of truth, and the Post in publixhing it either proclaims its own 
stupidity or unreasonable prejudice. It does not seem possible, however, that 
men, who are capable of conducting a paper in any manner whatever, can be 
such egregious simpletons.as to think for a moment that such a story can be 
true; and hence we are forced to conclude that the whole thing was inspired 
by Satanic influences and published from pure spite. In order to show 
that there is not the remotest probability that such an occurrence as the Pust 
alleges ever took place, we cite the fact that nothing whatever was ever heard. 
of it until recently, when the press gave it currency. The distance from 
Liverpool to London is about 200 miles. The roads leading from this city to 
the metropolis pass through thickly populated sections of the country. There 
is an illy concealed disposition among a large class of people here to seize 
with avidity upon anything that can be disturted into a weapon of evil 
against the Saints. There are hundreds of news gatherers ever on the alert for 
sensational items; and yet a woman who was fleeing from her alleged Mormon“ 
betrayers actually tramped with two small children, whom she was probably 
obliged to carry much of the distance, for 200 miles through the heart of 
Eagland, and the press failed to find out anything about it at the time of its 
occurrence! Are we to understand that such journeys are so common here 
thas they attraet:no-attentiun} Are wer to believe, that that poor woman. still 
danch a: reggrd: for those: whe ise foully, wronged her, that; she failed to 
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denounce them to those whom she met on that terrible tramp of 200 miles! 
How does it come about that the press of this country has not before this 
been made to ring with the news of this alleged occurrence? You say it was 
not found out before. That is just the point. If it ever transpired, how 
could it tail to be found out? 

Again, that woman must have had money to pay for her board and lodgings 
while tramping to London from this city, or she did not. With “two small 
children,” the time occupied in making the journey could not have been less 
than fifteen or twenty days. With money in her pocket to pay her own ex- 
penses, her outlay for food and shelter must have been considerable, and, in 
all probability, she paid out more money for the privilege of tramping to 
London, than it would have cost her to have gone comfortably at third class 
rates by rail. If she was “shoeless and destitute,” as the Post alleges, she 
was consequently obliged to beg food and lodgings during the whole time 
occupied in making the journey. Under these circumstances she must have 
come in contact with kindly dispositioned people, who would make inquiry 
into the causes of her wretched condition, and an anti-“ Mormon” storm 
would have been raised at the time. We are not very familiar with Eoglish 
law, but are of the opinion that had she begged her living while journeying 
to London, she would have been arrested as a tramp, and in that case the 
matter would have been brought to official notice. 

What a reflection also would this story, if true, cast upon the benevolence 
of the people of this great city, who failed to provide a refugee from alleged 
“ Mormon” wrong and outrage with the small pittance necessary to enable 
her to finish her journey in comfort. Had the story been true, and had she 
called at this Office we would, for pity's sake, have furnished her with suffi- 
cient means for her fare, bad as our reputation is. The passengers on board 
the ship in which she crossed the Atlantic would also stand chargeable with 
a lack of charity towards an uofortunate and abused person. 

The Post evidently wants to do something effectual against the Saints; and 
it now has a good opportunity if its story is true. This case is still fresh. 
Let an investigation of it be made. A few names will help to give the story 
a coloring of truth. Let us be told what missionaries “decoyed” this woman 
to Salt Lake City. The name of the woman herself, and of the ship in which 
she sailed and also returned ought not to be omitted from the details. Let 
the Lost prove its charges in this matter, or else acknowledge the publication 
of slanderous statements against the “Mormon” people, But we have no 
idea that it will attempt either. The first it cannot do. We defy it to the 
proof. As to the other, it will first have to be made sensible that bearing 
false witness against one’s neighbors is morally wrong, which it unfortunately 
does not seem to sense. | ) 

We come now to make a few remarks upon the attitude which the Post 
assumes respecting the mobocracy which it alleges. Though there is nota 
word of truth in the whole story, the spirit which animates the soul of its 
author is, nevertheless, clearly discernable. No man, who is law-abiding 
himself, will presume to sanction a violation of the law for the. suppression 
of opinions. There is no man not himself brutal in his instincts and prac- 
tices who will calmly see violence practiced upon a peaceable people, no matter 
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whether they are friends or foes. There is no man in whose heart the prin- 
ciples of honor, and the instincts of a common humanity are not dead, who 
will unmoved see mobocracy brought into requisition for the suppression of 
religious ideas, no matter how heterodox they may appear. Whatis cowardly 
mob violence but the Inquisition restored in another form? In what does 
the spirit which animates people who seek by brute force to terrorize their 
religious opponents, differ from that of the old Inquisitors who sought to 
terrorize every man or woman who dared to be a dissenter? There is no 
difference except with respect to the degree of cruelty manifested. The 
spirit is the same, and needs but a little encouragement to develop itself into 
the commission of atrocities as heinous as any that history records. 

Does the Post express one word of disapprobation against the mob violence 
which it records? No. How can its silence be construed except in the sense 
of an approval of the alleged mobocratic proceedings? So far as the “ Mor- 
mons” are concerned numerically, they are practically, from a human stand- 
point, at the mercy of their enemies. How much glory will ever accrue to 
the strong for their abuse of the weak? Let the answer be read in the sen- 
timent of an enlightened people who hold as odious tbe memory of those who 
have been guilty of such injustice. The Post can not excuse itself upon the 
plea that it has nothing to do with sustaining the “Mormon” cause. Very 
true. Its aid in a direct sense is neither asked nor expected; but its duty as 
a powerful journal is to stand squarely by the principles of law and order. 

The closing paragraph of its article reads as follows: “It is expected 
that the Mormons will give the neighborhood of Mile End a wide berth 
for the future.” Why did not the Post come out plainly and say that 
people to whom the “ Mormons” are obnoxious may get rid of them by 
mubocracy? It has stated that lawless acts against them on one occasion 
is likely to suppress their missionary operations; and he is a poor 
logician who can not conclude that mob violence will have the same 
effect in other instances; and if it is conduned by the press on one occasion, 
it will also be winked at on another. In this country, as in every other one, 
there are not lacking elements that will be glad to seize upon the means which 
are pointed out as the strongest with which to assail the unpopular people 
of God. 

We are not pleading with the Post for favor or mercy. We stand upon 
the eternal principles of right, law, order and truth. Mankind can just as 
easily evade death, as they can escape responsibility to God fur their acts, 
He will judge all false witness bearers, mobocrats and their sympathizers, 
and evil doers of every sort. If the “Mormons” are guilty before the 
law, let them be punished according to law, not by the fury of madmen. 
If their religious principles are false, the displeasure of God is all that they 
need to fear. Let Him judge between us and our traducers

UTAH NEWS.

(Summarized from Territorial Papers. ) 

Salt Lake’s electric railway transit system is now in constaat operation. 

Frost on Monday night, Aug. 19th, nipped the potato vines in Beaver City. 

A large flat stone containing curious hieroglyphics was fouod behind Mount 
Nebo recently. 

The fruit crop at Nephi is a failure this year. The apples and pears are 
falling to the ground, and the peaches contain worms. Potatoes sell at $1.50 
per bushel, | 

There are a great many new residences going up in Logan, and the num- 
ber will increase with greater rapidity from year to year. There will proba- 
bly be twice as much building next year as there has been this. 

According to reports from the threshing machines now in running order 
at Heber, grain will fall short this season fully one-half. It is with difficulty 
that some of the wheat is kept from being blown away with the chaff. 

The well obtained by Salt Lake City at Liberty Park, is 115 feet deep, and 
the pipe is nine inches in diameter. The stream flows over the pipe four 
feet above the ground, and furnishes 500,000 gallons of excellent water daily. 

During the recent heavy storm at Manti, Mr. Walter Tolton and a com- 
panion were in the mountains, and while seeking shelter a tremendous flash 
of lightning was seen and they were both knocked down, remaining thus in- 
sensible for some time. | 

For over three months, dating from about the middle of August, Utah has 
been experiencing a season of hot and dry weather, such as has not before 
been known in the history of the Territory, and the drouth has caused severe 
loss of crops. But a change has come, and the fall storm seems to have set 
in with a flourish, From north and south comes the report of heavy rains, 
and in some cases washouts, cloudbursts, etc., have caused considerable 
damage. Where these casualties did not occur, the refreshing showers have 
been warmly welcomed. 
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
